Newsmen were not permitted to 
accompany the Allied party from 
the Munsan base camp to the 
rendezvous with the Reds at Pan 
Mun Jom, Communist outpost six 
miles east of Kaesong. 

The correspondents were ex-~- 
cluded at the specific request of 
the Communists who charged earl- 
ier that Allied troops violated the 
Kaesong neutral zone Tuesday and 
asked for a joint investigation. 

But the Reds said later they 
wanted to meet only UN liaison 
officers and nobody else, giving 
rise to speculation that they 
wanted to discuss reopening of the 
cease-fire talks which the Reds 
themselves suspended Aug. 23.

The news means that. the 
tests at the new “breeder” plant 
at Arco, Idaho, are taking away 
much of the doubt that existed. 
We don’t -have nearly enough 
liranium ore. The best of it comes 
from deep in the Belgian Congo, , 
Our own sources are poor. But 
we keep searching, And there 
are other mines, distant but yet 
available, to keep us going. 

We have by no means licked 
the shortage. But, we have 
softened it up a bit by the process 
known as “breeding.” 

We are going to make a new 
atomic fuel. When they were 
building the plant in Idaho they 
knew if their theory worked it 
would increase the nation’s sup- 
ply of atomic fuel 140 times. 
“Breeding” a new _ substance 
goes back, as they say, to the 
way uranium exists in nature. 

There are two princip | kinds 
of uranium—U-235 and U-238. 
(The figures refer to the total of 
protons and neutrons in the 
atoms.) Only U-235 can be used 
of itself as an atomic material. 
Unhappily U-235 is only 1/140th

Dewey S pearheads 


Eisenhower . Boom 


WASHINGTON—After his méeting here with 
President Truman last week, Governor Dewey of 
New York conferred with a group of Republi- 


. Can senators who are out to block Taft and throw the party nomi- 


nation to General Eisenhower next year. 


The New York governor has been the spearhead of a move- 
ment to draft Eisenhower as the Republican candidate for Presi- 


dent in 1952 ever since he renounced any further claims to the ; 


nomination. Openly associated with him in the program are 
such GOP leaders as Sen. James H. Duff of Pennsylvania, Sen. 
Frank Carlson of Kansas, Sen. Irving M. Ives of New York, together 
with the two Massachusetts senators, Henry Cabot Lodge and 
Leverett Saltonstall. A host of other party leaders, including for- 
mer Gov. Harold E. Stassén of Minnesota, now the president of 
the University of Pennsylvania, are also identified with the 
movement. 


Still another powerful figure whose help may be counted on to 
defeat the nomination of Senator Taft of Ohio, the present front 
runner in the Republican presidential contest, is Governor Warren 
of California, although as yet he is not committed to the Eisen- 
hower candidacy. 


While Taft at present is conceded to be far out in front, he 
yet has some distance to go before the contest can be foreclosed 
in his behalf. The best calculations at the moment are that he 
will enter the convention with approximately 400 of the 1,200 dele- 
gates, which means that he will have to find about 200 more to 
land the nomination. 


Hold the Line It is Governor Dewey’s program to hold the 

line against Taft at its present level and 
rally the opposition around General Eisenhower. Without some 
such strong rallying point, most observers are inclined to agree 
that the Taft opposition would not hold together and the Ohio sena- 
tor will go on to win the nomination on an early ballot. It was to 
this end that the New York governor conferred with the Senate 
contingent on his visit to Washington. ~ 


There is still some question, of course, about General Eisen- 
hower’s political intentions and his party affiliation. He is yet 
to reveal whether he will be available for the GOP nomination. 
And without his active participation in the preconvention cam- 
paign, there is considerable doubt about the success of the move- 
ment in his behalf. 

That brings up. the question of where the anti-Taft forces 
would go if General Ike, at the last moment, should pull the rug 
out from under those who are beating the drums for having him 
drafted. He did just that in 1948 when there was @ movement on 
foot in both major parties to have him nominated.

Just an Old 
Kight-Hooter? 


From Edna Cain Daniel down at Quitman, 
bee Ga., whom I love dearly as a person, and admire 
— mex greatly as the master of all of us on the two 
papers who make our living putting words together, comes the 
gentle suggestion that maybe I—or the friends I consort with at 
the mountain—don’t know the difference between the squall of 
a wildcat and the cry of a hoot owl. I must admit there is a 
strong possibility that she is right. When I first moved out on 
Normandy Drive some years ago, not many people lived in those 
parts and I remember sitting out in the back yard one moonlit 
evening when from the woods back of the house came a haunting, 
eerie, ululating cry that caused my hair to stand straight up on 
end. I also stood straight up and moved, with considerable speed 
into the house, convinced that in the quiet suburban heart of 
Fulton County I had heard a panther scream. 

Later I tried to describe this cry in print and received a num- 
ber of communications from ornithologists, who said that un- 
doubtedly what I had heard was a species of large owl which 
sometimes made his residence in areas where there were a number 
of chipmunks. I could, they said, continue to sit on my terrace 
in the evening in perfect safety—unless, of course, I bore strong 
resemblance to a chipmunk. 

But to get back to Miss Edna, who was commenting on a 
piece I wrote here some days ago, describing a wild screech that 
a banker friend of mine heard while sitting on a porch in a leafy 
dell up in Pickens County, and which he later decided was the 
noise made by a wildcat and a fox in violent altercation. 


Barred Owl? “Dear Harold,” she writes. “It could be that 

manifestation of feral (means wild, untamed, 
savage. I looked it up—H. M.) life your friend heard was not a 
demented wildcat at all, but a barred owl, known commonly as an 
eight-hooter, because it lets out that many_squalling hoots before 
it ends with what sounds like a dog’s bark. It ranges from 
Saskatchewan to North Georgia, according to Peterson’s “Field 
Guide to the Birds,” and its cousin, the Florida barred owl, cer- 
tainly lives near me. There is also a Texas barred owl (S. V. 
Helveola). I think one hears it in politics quite often. As fur- 
ther identification, Peterson says the barred owl has liquid brown 
eyes, the barn owl has black eyes, and all the other owls have 
yellow eyes. They are really hawks, one and all. 

“On one occasion, your associate on The Constitution, Stiles 
Martin, sent me a U. S. government bulletin on how to build 
nesting boxes for birds, and I hospitably included two for screech 
owls, thinking they caught locusts and mice. They also catch 
birds. I came upon one at twilight on the ground with a mock- 
ingbird in his clutches. He rose easily with the bird in his claws 
and sailed off over the trees. After that I took the owl boxes 
down. Incidentally, I found a young possum in one of them. 

“It is astonishing how much wild life there is even on a two- 
acre suburban lot. My place here is hande@® down from year to 
year by a family of rabbits. This year they did not chew the 
lilies down, and I am hopeful of developing a bunny strain -that 
does not eat the choicer vegetation. A drainage ditch on the 
place is filled up with sand and the skunks which lived in a 
hollow in the bank have had to move. Regards. a Ga 


A I am extremely grateful to Edna Cain 
Feral tmosp here for the nature lore included in her 


epistle. I hope, though, that she is in error in suggesting that 
what my friend thought was a wildcat’s cry was nothing but a 
plain old eight-hooter, visiting down here from Saskatchewan. I 
would prefer to think that we do have a wildcat on the place, 
just for the feral atmosphere (that feral’s a handy word) his 
presence would add. I am sorry, too, to learn that Miss Edna’s 
skunks have moved, for nothing adds atmosphere to a place like 
a family of skunks. 

I was a little puzzled by one sentence, though. Miss Edna 
did not make clear whether the possum she found in her screech 
owl box was there as a tenant, of his own volition, or whether 
some particularly ambitious screech owl had taken him there, 
hoping to have him for dinner later. Maybe they lived there 
together peacefully, for I remember reading somewhere that out 
West prairie dogs, rattlers, and small owls all live pleasantly in 
the same burrow, :

The President Carries the Ball 


WASHINGTON—A President of the United States sometimes is compelled to 
take personal direction of the political strategy for his party and to develop it 
virtually alone because of the timidity of those who logically should carry the 
fight, including members of his own party in Congress. It happened sometimes 


with the late President Roosevelt. 
President Truman, who has won a rating alongside his predecessor for political 
It is unnecessary to recall how President Truman did this in 1948, supplying 


daring and skill. 


It has happened to a greater degree with 


his own steam and campaign ideas in a singlehanded achievement that spoke for itself. In the 
last few days we have seen the President take the initiative again, while his party leaders in 


Congress have stood aside timorously. 


This is in his intensive offensive against “Mc- 
Carthyism,” which has concentrated on the State 
Department and has been capitalized politically 


to try to drive Secretary of State Dean Acheson 


from office. 


As interpreted. here, the President’s aim is 
to lay low the ghost concocted by. Sen. Joe Mc- 
Carthy (Rep., Wis.) with his reckless and irre- 
sponsible charges of Communists in the State 
Department and thus, well in advance, remove it 
as an issue against his party in next year’s 
election. 


The President has carried on this almost 
singlehanded campaign at every opportunity 
of late, and in numerous ways. He has 
spoken out vigorously and plainly in con- 
demnation of the insidious attack that Mc- 
Carthyism represents on the traditional 
rights and liberties of American citizens and 
pointed to the dangers it creates. 


He has singled out Dean Acheson for com- 
mendation time after time, and announced that 
he would continue as Secretary of State as long 
as he himself remains in the White House, 


Nor was it accidental that Secrefary Acheson 
was put forward as chairman of the Japanese 
peace treaty conference at San Francisco. That 
gave him the chance for a personal triumph, 
which has been publicly recognized by many of 
his former critics, and thus, intangibly, weakened 
the McCarthyites. 


These last the President struck again in his 
speech to the National Association of Post- 
masters here, saying: 


“There are a lot of people who are trying to 
make*political capital by slurring the loyalty and 
efficiency of government employes, and trying 
to bring the public service into disrepute. I 
think that is a contemptible way to try to get 
votes.” 


Thus far the President has had little help 
from his leaders in Congress, some of whom 
some time ago were pleading with him to drop 
Dean Acheson as a political liability. Only stray 
voices have been raised among Democrats at the 
capitol, too, in condemnation of McCarthyism, 
though the unanimous report of the five-member 


privileges and elections subcommittee criticizing 


Senator McCarthy’s party in the Maryland elec- 
tion campaign against former Democratic Sen. 
Millard F. Tydings has had its effect. The two 
Republican members signed the report. The in- 
vestigation of the Maryland election was directed 
by a Democratic freshman senator, Mike Mon- 
roney of Oklahoma. 


Where there has not been apathy among the 
Democratic leaders there has been withdrawal, 
as in the case of Sen. Tom Connally (Dem.., 
Texas), chairman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, who is up for re-election. Instead, as is 
customary, of taking personal direction of a mat- 
ter before his committee, Senator Connally desig- 
nated a subcommittee to conduct inquiry and - 
hearings into President Truman’s nominations 
for a new slate of delegates to the United Na- 
tions, which includes Dr. Phillip Jessup, veteran 
diplomat, who has been attacked by Senator 
McCarthy. In another case, there has been open 
encouragements to the McCarthyites from a 
Democrat—Senator McCarran (Nev.), with his 
current investigation into some of the charges 
made by Senator McCarthy. 


But there are evidences that the President’s 
offensive has had a stiffening effect in some 
Democratic quarters.

MASS PRODUCTION | 

While Sen. McMahon's 4,000- 
word speech stressed the power 
of the United States to “mass- 
produce this atomic weapon,” his 
final emphasis was on the urgency 
for a western concert at the com- 
ing United Nations general as- 
sembly in Paris “to the single 
purpose of stopping the arma- 
ments race.” 

Nevertheless, the senate’s at- 
tention appeared more arrested by 
this series of statements and dis- 
closures about progress in atomic 
weapons in the United States. 

1. That an atomic weapon could 
now produce, “at a cost of twenty, 
or thirty dollars, the same ex-| 
plosive force which costs literally 
thousands of dollars to produce 
by ordinary means.” 

2. That havoc equal to all that’ 
was caused “in the rain of bombs 
that fell upon Germany across 
the six-year span of World War 
II” could now be wrought by the 
United States in a single day. 

3. That the atomic bomb no 
Jonger had to be “jealously hoard- 
ed,” and thus that with the ex- 
pansion he proposed it was possi- 
ble to work a revolutionary mili- 
tary fire-power that could ‘bring 
us peace power at bearable cost.” 


TWO DESTINATIONS 

“At the rate we are moving,” he 
declared, “I can see ahead only 
two ultimate destinations: Military 
safety at the price of economic 
disaster or economic safety at the 
price of military disaster.” 

“I am here to report to the Sen- 
ate and to the American people,” 
he said at this point, “that the 
atomic bottlenecks are being bro- 
ken. The day is coming when the 
quantity of atomic weapons we 
are capable of making could be 
sufficient, bevond any question, to 
serve as a paramount instrument 
of victory. 

“There is virtually no limit and 
no limiting factor upon the num- 
ber of A-bombs which the United 
States can manufacture, given time 
and a decision to proceed all-out.” 

Within three vears. he said, it 
would be possible to turn out 
atomic weapons—by implication 
not only bombs but atomic shells, 
guided missiles with atomic wapr- 
heads—in vast colume almost as 
conventional weapons are turned 
out now. 


WITHIN REACH 

It used to be said, he added, 
“that A-bombs numbered in thou- 
sands or tens of thousands were 
beyond our reach.” Now, he im- 
plied, this was not the case. 

4. That with all this the United 
States could create “a revolution 
in deterring power” and that, if 
war nevertheless came, this coun- 
try would be able to attack not 
simply the industrial vitals of the 
Russian enemy but his troops in 
the field. 

What was now needed, Sen. Mc- 
Mahon declared, was “an atomic 
Army and an atomic Navy and an 
Atlantic Air Force in place of the 
conventional defenses we now 
maintain to the tune of 50 or 60 
billion dollars a vear.”

Posey Slated 
For Defense 
Wednesday 


Constitution State News Service 
GRIFFIN, Sept. 18 — Spalding 
County Sheriff J. D. Posey is 
scheduled to take the witness 
stand Wednesday in his own be- 
half as heading on alleged liquor 


operations in three counties goes 
into the third day in Spalding 
Superior Court. 

Court attendants said progress 
in the trial indicates it will ex- 
tend “at least two or three more 
days.” 

Evidence produced during the 
first two days was intended to 
support charges outlined in a 
federal grand jury indictment 
Aug. 8 that named Posey, Marion 
Allen, Atlanta Negro, and a Grif- 
fin resident in 26 counts of manu- 
facturing and distributing illicit 
liquor. 

As the hearing recessed Tues- 
day, Posey was on the witness 
stand stoutly denying that he par- 
ticipated in liquor operations or 
threatened the lives of witnesses 
who testified before the federal 
grand jury in Atlanta. In addition 
to the original indictment Posey 
was named with six others in a 
federal conspiracy indictment last 
week and also was indicted for at- 
tempting to intimidate witnesses. 

Glenn H. “June” Cleveland, 
who has been indicted on a liq- 
uor charge in Spalding County, but 
never tried, told the court he was 
a partner of the sheriff in the

Clayton School Water Shortage 
Called Shame to Community 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 


Water is being “rationed” 
near College Park—and North 
termed the school’s inadequate 


disgrace to the community.” 

Mrs. E. J, Boswick, President of 
the PTA, said the 800 youngsters 
in the 12-grade consolidated school 
were allowed to drink water and 
visit restrooms only at certain 
times of the day. 


BRING WATER IN JAR

water to school in fruit jars. 

Mrs. Bostwick said the water 
shortage prevented proper sanita- 
tion in the lunch room and was 
“a health menace to our children.” 

E. W. Oliver, Principal of the 
North Clayton School, agreed the 
water problem was “serious.” 

He said the school’s water came 
from a well and was pumped into 
a 315-gallon tank which he de- 
scribed as “inadequate” because 
of the tremendous increase in en- 
rollment in the last four years. 

Oliver said the school had only 
365 pupils in 1947-48, but the en- 
rollment now totals approximately 
800. 

He pointed out that about half 
of the pupils live in the recently 
annexed portion of College Park 
which lies in. Clayton County. 

Oliver said both College Park 
and Clavton County officials 
agreed they should work out ways 
and means of piping water from 
College Park to the school. But 
he said apparently no progress has 
been made. 


PTA MEETING HELD 


PTA leaders attended a meeting 
of the College Park City Council 
Monday night and requested an 
extension of the College Park 
water main to the school. 

J. D. Bazemore, College Park 
Councilman and Chairman of the 
Public Works and Construction 
Committee, pronounced the water 
situation “deplorable.” He blamed 
the delay in extending city water 
to the school on Clavton County 
Commissioner John Hulgan. 

Hulgan countered, however, 
with the assertion that Clayton 
County had offered to pay for the 
pipe and rent it to College Park 
for $25 a year. He quoted a letter, 
which he said he sent the College 
Park City Council March 8, 1951, 
as follows: 

“It is agreed that Clayton Coun- 
ty would pay for the pipe... to 
run a water line from the city limit 
of College Park approximately 900 
feet to the North Clayton School, 
and Clayton County will lease the 
water line to the City of College 
Park for the sum of $25 a year as 
long as water is furnished to the 
school by the City of College Park. 
The Clayton County Board of Ed- 
ucation is to pay for the connec-

‘No-Water Way 
For Cooking Fresh 
Vegetables Introduced 


Ry AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
This seems to be the week for food news. Out of one of the 
excellent home economics test kitchens comes a modern and easy 
version for cooking fresh vegetables. It should be véry popular in 
Southern homes for it combines the idea of cooking vegetables 
with “fat” and the no-water method. 


HERE IS THE NEWS: In any sauce pan with a lid, put 1 
tablespoon margarine per person to be served, add the fresh 
vegetables, making sure they are of uniform size. Sprinkle with 
salt and % teaspoon sugar. Cover vegetable with wet lettuce leaves 


and cover the pan.,Cook over low heat for 15 to 25 minutes. This 
leeway is given because families do not agree on the degree of 
doneness for vegetables. Some. prefer crisp vegetables, others like 
them mealy. Usually your regular cooking time can be followed. 
Just keep in mind that cooking times for all the vegetables are 
about the same as for boiling. This will do away with the need 
to peek beneath the lettuce leaves several times, though no harm 
if vou do. A fork test will then assure vou of doneness. When 
ready to serve, remove leaves and serve. No additional seasoning 
is necessary. 


THIS METHOD PRESERVES most of the nutrients, the flavor, 
and keeps all the beautiful vegetable color. It is recommended 
. for fresh vegetables, that is all but the watery ones such as spinach, 
greens and tomatoes. 


“WHAT'S HAPPENED TO THE old-fashioned three-layer 
cake?” writes one of our older men readers. “The best cake I 
ever ate was the Red Devil’s Food cake my Mother used to make 
and if memory serves me right she made it without all these new- 
fangled flours. Doesn't anyone ever cook like that these days? 
I've asked my wife to write you for such a cake recipe but she 
keeps putting it off so if you have no restrictions about writing 
old men send it. to me and I will see if I can get her to bake me 
one.” Well, sir, if you want to risk giving this to your wife and 
telling her about your Mother’s cooking hop to it. We do have 
such a recipe made with bread flour, and if other readers want 
to clip it we can vouch for its goodness. This recipe makes a 
whopping cake, at least it seems so after the customary two layers. 


RED DEVIL’S FOOD CAKE 


4 ounces unsweetened choc- 
olate 
cup boiling water 
teaspoons baking soda 
Danish Filling and Frosting 
cup flour 
cup milk 
cup butter 
cup sugar 
cup chopped walnuts 
teaspoon vanilla 


cup shortening or butter 

cup brown sugar, firmly 

packed 

cup sugar 

teaspoon red vegetable col- 

oring 

teaspoons vanilla 

eggs 

cups sifted bread flour 

teaspoons baking powder 

teaspoon salt 

cup thick sour milk or but- 

termilk 

Cream shortening and sugars until light and fluffy. Add 
coloring and vanilla. Add eggs and beat well with electric mixer 
until fluffy. Add sifted flour, baking powder, and salt alternately 
with milk in thirds, beating until smooth after each addition. Melt 
chocolate in double boiler. Add boiling water and mix thoroughly. 
Add soda and stir until thick. Cool..Add to cake mixture. Spread 
in 3 greased, waxed paper lined, and again greased 8-by-8-by-2- 
inch cake pans. Bake in moderate oven, 375 degrees, for 25 min- 
utes. For Danish filling and frosting, blend flour and milk until 
smooth. Cook, stirring constantly, until mixture leaves sides of pan 
and forms a ball. Cool. Cream butter and sugar until light and 
fluffy. Add lukewarm flour and milk paste, nuts\and vanilla, and 
mix thoroughly. Place filling between layers and cover top and 
sides with same. Makes 3 8-inch layers.

There is no harm done pro- 
vided the added pounds are 
taken off promptly. But alas, we 
blithely regard those added 
pounds as being merely tempo- 
rary ...and then do nothing to 
take them off! Figures as well 
as cold statistics show that the 
person who is pleasingly plump 
in the thirties, tends to be far 
past pleasing in the forties... 
and by fifty those “temporary” 
pounds have rolled into a 
definite health hazzard. 

This fall face the fact that if 
you do not take measures to re- 
duce the pounds added this past 
summer, you will still be toting 
them when next vacation rolls 
around, and perhaps have added 
more, That’s the way 10 pounds 
get to be 20, and 30... then 
one day the doctor will warn 
you'd better take off some of 
that high living, or else...

practice for later life when 
likely she'll be baby-sitting with 
her own family. 

To make a hit when she baby- 
sits, a girl should realize she 
must please at least two bosses 

. the mother and the child. It’s 
smart to plan ahead just how 
this can be done, and here’s a 
guide to happy baby-sitting. 

To please the mother, a gir! 
must accept responsibility. Know 
your job, what is fair for your 
employer to expect, and what 
you have to offer. Find out how 
many children you'll look after, 
get their ages. Leave word with 
your own parents where you'll 
be on the job. A baby-sitter’s 
mother is a good help in an 
emergency. 

Be on the job at the time 
agreed. If it’s a new place, be 
on deck 15 minutes before the 
mother leaves. Jot down the 
mother’s instructions about 
meals, baths, naps, bedtime 
hours.

A sick 
baby sitter, from the parents’ 
point of view, is worse than no 
sitter at all. 

To please the child it’s neces- 
sary to cater to him. 

If your charge is an infant. 
remember to baby him. Cuddle 
him a little. Talk to him. Move 
slowly so‘as not to startle him. 
Tend to the baby if he criés. 
Find out if he’s hungry or wet, 
thirsty or hot. And if his cries 


seem sharp with pain, phone an — 


older person for help, Follow the 
parents’ instructions exactly. 

Cope with the toddler.. Make 
friends with him. If he cries at 
his mother’s leaving be kind but 
unconcerned. Show him that you 
like him. Interest him with 
questions about himself or his 
toys. Play with him. 

Try to outguess him and head 
off his doing things he shouldn’t 
It’s easier to do this than to 
say “Don’t” or “No.” Never let 
him out of your sight. 

Prepare this child for bed 
early. Then read to him, play 
quiet games with him for half 
an hour before bedtime. 

Care for an older child. Be 
reasonable but friendly. Don’t 
join the giggling, don’t reply to 
an impudent remark. Don't 
notice misbehavior, but distract 
his attention to something else. 
Watch this age child without 
letting him know you're looking 
after him. 

Successfully carried through, 
you'll be the baby-sitter parents 
try to reach first. You'll be the 
one childrén greet with cries of 
joy.

DEAR MARY HAWORTH: I hope you can help me save my 
best friend's marriage. Ella has a son, 18, in the service, and a 
daughter three years old: and since the birth of her daughter, 
Ella has developed a bad case of jealousy. She is making her life 
and her husband’s life miserable: and she has no reason for it, 
as her husband is a very good man.

Loan Request 
Causes Debate 


In Hapeville 


A requested “loan” of $100 for 
the newly created Hapeville 
Housing Authority Tuesday night 
touched off a heated debate in 
Hapeville council after which 
council voted to appropriate the 
money, then rescinded its action. 
The money was asked by City 
Attorney Bob McCord, attorney 
for the authority, to defray ex- 
penses of filing application for an 


initial housing loan of $130,000 
to plan a 600-unit housing project 
for the city. 

Mayor Rex Reeves objected to 
the proposed “loan” on the ground 
that the city should sever any 
connection with the authority 
once it had created the body. 
He said that to grant them a loan 
would cause criticism of council. 

Despite the mayor’s protest, 
however, council voted unani- 
mously to appropriate the money. 
Mayor Reeves announced im- 
mediately he would veto the mea- 
sure, after which council voted to 
rescind its action. 

In a compromise, council voted 
to hire temporarily another typist 
for the clerk’s office to help pre- 
pare application papers for the 
initial loan. 

In other actions, council ac- 
cepted a plaque presented by the 
National Safety Council for the 
city’s traffic record in 1950 dur- 
ing which no one was killed in 
the city, and set up a committee 
to consider purchase of a plot of 
ground of Cherry Street with a 
view of developing it into a play- 
ground.

Loan Request 
Causes Debate 


In Hapeville 


A requested “loan” of $100 for 
the newly created Hapeville 
Housing Authority Tuesday night 
touched off a heated debate in 
Hapeville council after which 
council voted to appropriate the 
money, then rescinded its action. 
The money was asked by City 
Attorney Bob McCord, attorney 
for the authority, to defray ex- 
penses of filing application for an

ground of Cherry Street with a 
view of developing it into a. play- 
ground.
